• The closest cited art — GB 2,079,178 and Clausen ' 120 — fail to anticipate or render obvious, 
alone or in any proper combination, the concentric arrangement of the posts and bolts of the 
base with the telescopic sleeves of the end caps for applying axial compression, wherein the 
sleeves include a seal engaging one another and the sub-interiors of the sleeves (making up 
the colunm) are sealed from communication with the hollow interior of the filter media. In • 
Clausen, the sub-interior of the telescopic sleeves (112, 130) is not sealed from the hollow 
interior of the filter because of flow openings 118.
